CONTROVERSIAL 
COTTON BILL 
IS SHELVED 


Congressman Thomas H. Wer- 
del, Tenth district of California, 
this week advised that at a meet- 
ing of the Senate ¢ommittee on 
agriculture on the Cotton Acreage 
Allotment Bill, H. R. 9109, it was 
decided to take no action on this 
very controversial and discrimina- 
tory proposal to revise the present 
cotton acreage quota system. 

The passage of this bill, with 
the provisions of Section 342 in- 
corporated therin, would have 
been decidely detrimental to the 
interests of the cotton growers 
in California and other Western 
states.

Systematic Attention Is Recommended 


For Winter-Blooming 


By KARL W. OPITZ 
Farm Advisor 

Besides the chore of raking 
leaves and getting the lawn in 
shape, the gardener who keeps up 
the routine of periodic irrigation 
and pest control will be rewarded 
by a better garden throughout the 
ensuing year. Gardens that have 
the best flowers receive systematic 
attention. 

Plants and seeds for winter- 
blooming should be planted soon. 
Bulbs such as baby gladiolas, ma- 
donna lilies, watsonias, ornithoga- 
lum and German irises are best 
planted at this time. 


Plants, Fall Gardens - 


Some shrubs and trees are best 
pruned at this. season. Privets, 
laurels and pittosporums should 
receive their final trimming for 
this season. Occasionally lilacs 
and wisterias will respond to root 
pruning when it is done in the 
fall—_where all other treatments 
fail to produce the best flowers. 

A final light fertilization to 
fall blooming roses will help make 
better flowers. On the other hand 
the more tender shrubs and trees 
should not be fertilized until late 
winter. Heavy watering and fer- 
tilization at this time will make 
the growth susceptible to front.
